Super League 
‘war’ hots up

THE Victorian state 
Super League war 
isn’t over despite 
assurances from the 
Victorian Soccer 
Federation that the 
new league would 
kick off, as planned, 
this month. 

On the day the draw 
for the new competition 
was released to the 
media five dissenting 
clubs demanded that 
the VSF withdraw its 
plans for the league 
reorganisation or face 
is : 


five clubs, al 
which missed the Super 
League cut, are Albion, 
Box Hill, Ringwood 
City, Mooroolbark and 
Fawkner. 

Solicitors acting for 
the five clubs sent the 
letter demanding the 
Super League plans be 
dropped to the VSF last 
week. 

But a subsequent 
VSF board meeting has 
ruled out any thoughts 
of a change to plans and 
has counter-attacked 
the five clubs with the 
threat of expulsion from 
the Federation. 

VSF chairman Vito 
Cilauro says the VSF is 
determined to carry out 
the wishes of the major- 
ity, which is to reorga- 
nise and form the Super 
League. 

“T have already writ- 
ten to the solicitors rep- 
resenting the five clubs 
saying that we intend to 
oppose them and de- 
fend our position,” 
Cilauro said. 

“But I would like to 
take it further and see 
the clubs suspended 
from the VSF should 
they carry out their 
threat. 

“The future of the 
Federation is at stake in 
this issue and we have 
no intention of backing 
down.” 

Speaking from Vic- 
toria’s Soccer House 
George’ Wallace reaf- 
firmed the Federation's 
determination to go 
ahead with the Super 
League. 

“All we are con- 
cerned with here is 
making sure the games 
get underway as plan- 
ned,” Wallace told me. 

Wallace said FIFA 
was yet to be consulted 
on the legality of the 


moves by the dissenting 
clubs and doubted it 
would come to that. 

“It is the ASF’s posi- 
tion to go to FIFA and 
that will only happen if

Epic Juventus book 
is a labour of love 


GIFTED Melbourne 
journalist Gilbert 
Martin might have 
picked a more 
opportune time to 
launch his first 
book, but there is 
little chance that 
‘Juve, Juve’ will 
not be a big 
success. 

As the title might in- 
dicate, the book covers 
the history of Melbou- 
rne’s famous Bruns- 
wick Juventus club 
which last year cele- 
brated its 40th 
birthday. 

Juventus, which is 
currently in the Victo- 
rian Super League and 
embroiled in a much 
publicised leadership 
battle, is a former 
QNSL championship 
winner and was, prior 
to that, one of the 
most successful Victo- 
rian clubs between 
1948 and 1983. 

Martin's four-year 
labour of love traces

During the 1960s 
Juventus often played 
to 10,000-plus crowds 
and Martin tells of the 
day when more than 
20,000 fans turned out 
to watch the team play 
in front of Italian pres- 
ident Saragat. 


Martin also features 
the highlights of 
Juventus’ memorable 
NSL title in 1984 and 
the subsequent club 
trip to take on top 
opposition in Italy. 


The author has gone 
to great lengths to in- 
terview past players 
and officials of the club 
and there is a special 
chapter devoted to the 
famous leaders of 
Juventus over its 40 
years of existence. 

Martin has unco- 
vered a number of in- 
teresting background 
stories to be told for 
the first time.

Martin combines his

AS the inaugural 
QNSL summer sea- 
son goes into its 
second round of the 
competition with a 
number of clubs 
mounting legitimate 
challenges for Mar- 
coni‘s title, there is 
no shortage of pre- 
dictions as to where 
the biggest danger is 
likely to come from. 
One man who poss- 
ibly has more creden- 
tials than most to make 
the best judgement 
however has got very lit- 


tle doubt. 
“Adelaide City is de-

—and he should know. 
Having played a key

No other current 
player can match his en- 


viable record of three 
successive champion- 
ship medals and what's 
more, Katholos is con- 
vinced he’s on the way 
to a fourth. 

“Forget the so-called 
slump we're supposed 
to be going through 
he says with firm convi 
tion. 

“We're playing some 
tremendous stuff and 
creating plenty of 
chances even though 
Zlatko Nastevski and 
Fred de Jong have 
obviously been missed 

“*Marconi will un- 
doubtedly retain the 
championship but Ade- 
laide City will make it 
tough for us” 

The 28 year-old for- 
mer Socceroo expects 
Apia Leichhardt, Syd- 
ney Olympic and Mel- 
bourne Croatia to make 
up the five for the play- 
offs and although he has 
a high regard for the 
others, he has been 
most impressed with the 
side Manfred Schaefer 
has put together at 
Apia.

HAVE you seen the 
mystery men of Aus- 
tralian soccer? 

1 saw some of them 
during two Quit Natio- 
nal League games over 
the Australia Day 
weekend. 

They were playing for 
Apia, Melbourne 


Croatia, Sydney Olym-— 


pic and Marconi. 

Although these are 
four of the most notable 
clubs in Australia, some 
of their players are a 
complete mystery to the 
spectators, who watch 
them. 

On the Friday night I 
sat among the Italian 
supporters of Apia dur- 
ing their game against 
Melbourne Croatia. 

Being rather impress- 
ed by Apia’s number 7, 
a slight, quickish, gin- 
ger-haired lad playing in 
the centre of a four-man 
midfield, | asked my 
neighbour if he knew 
who he was. 

A shake of the head 
was the only reply. 

1 asked the man next 
to him who number 7 
was. 

“Sorry 

Then the man on the 
other side of me said 
“Don't know.” 

After asking six 
people I gave up. 

A little time on, a 
new spectator moved in 
just in front of me. and 


the Apia number 7 1 
asked: “Who is Apia’s 
umber 72” 

Several heads turned 
toward my new neigh- 
bour, presumably by 
now they were as 
curious as I was. 

“He's my brother.” 
said the newcomer. 

“But what's his 
name?” 

“Elem” 

“What's his first 
name” 

“Brian. Brian 
Elem!” 

The mystery was 
solved 

So this was Brian 
Ellem. This was the 
Brian Ellem that 1 had 
read about, the lad who 
was pressing for inclu- 
sion in the national 
team. 

‘So how was it that so 
few people knew who 
he was. even the 
supporters of his own 
club. 

It is not an isolated 
phenomenon. 

At many summer- 
time National League 
games | have been 
astounded, even dis~ 
mayed to find how few 
spectators know the 
players they are 
watching, 

On the Sunday night 
as 1 mingled at St 
George Stdium with 
mainly Greek specta- 
tors, watching Sydney 
Olympic’s clash with 
Marconi it was not 
surprising that no-one 
could tell me the identi- 
ty of another number 7.

HISTORY OF THE 
WORLD CUP 


(SWITZERLAND 1950) 


IF Brazil had been 
favourites in 1950, 
Hungary were virtual 
certainties in 1954. 
They were unbeaten 
in four years, during 
which they had play- 
ed the cream of 
Europe, scoring 104 
goals against 25 in 
25 matches. They 
had thrashed Eng- 
land 6-3 at Wembley 
in November 1953 
and 7-1 in Budapest 
the following May — 
three weeks before 
the World Cup. 

The British 
Championship was 
again employed as a 
qualifying group, and 
this time Scotland, who 
again came second to 
England, condescended 
to enter. They were, 
however, without any 
players from Rangers. 
who considered a club 
tour more important. 

The Latin American 
representation dwindled 
from six to three — 
Brazil, Uruguay, and 
Mexico — with Uru- 
guay, twice winners and 
yet to lose a match, at 
last entering a Euro- 
pean World Cup 

In Group 2, which 
was to provide both 
finalists, Hung 


South Korea 9-0 at 
Zurich, and West Ger- 
many beat Turkey 4-1 in 
Berne. Then came 
the match which, in it 


Hungary, apart from 
Toth for Budai at out- 
side-right, were at full 
strength, but Sepp 
Herberger fielded a side 
that included at least six 
reserves. 

His reasoning seems 
to have been that Ger- 
many would easily dis- 
pose of Turkey in the 
play-off, and then, if the 
Hungarians met his side 
again in the final, they 
would know little of 
them, 

As it was, it worked, 
but he had an unex- 
pected piece of fortune. 
Ferenc Puskas, after a 
clash with Verner Lieb- 
‘tich, had to go off with 
an injury that was to 
keep him out until the 
final. 


Hungary won the ini- 
tial encounter 8-3 (four 
from Sandor Kocsis, 
whose heading was 
superb) 

Turkey, as expected, 
beat South Korea (7-0), 
and West Germany, as 
planned, beat Turkey in 
the play-off, by 
72. 

‘Austria and Uruguay 
were the seeds in Group 
Uruguay found 
Czechoslovakia difficult 
to master in the Berne 
mud. and were seen 
through only by two late 
goals, while at Zurich 
land 1-0. 
langeam manager Andy 
Beattie then resigned 
following criticism, and 
the Scots were in no 
mental state to face clas- 
sy Uruguay at Basel. 

‘An unchanged side 
crashed 7-0. giving away 


five in the second-half. 

In Group 4, seeded 
England drew a 
fluctuating game with 
Belgium at Basel de- 
spite being 3-1 up with 
only a quarter of an 
hour left. 

At the same time, 
Italy were being upset 2- 
1 by Switzerland at 
Lausanne. 

For England’s game 
with Switzerland at 
Berne three days later. 
new men Jimmy Mullen 
and Denis Wilshaw of 
Wolves both scored in a 
dull encounter to enable 
England to qualify.
